acme of perfection : and when that is achicv- 


ed in any style, it becomes the business of | 


subseqtent composers to invent or adopt 
another, in which something is still left to 
4¢ done, besides servile imitation. 

Bur thouch the several merits of this mu- 
sician have been too wuch magnified by par- 
tizans and patricts in France, and too much 
depreciated by the abettors of other coun- 


tries, yet Rameau was a great man; nor can | 


the professor of any art or science Mount to 
the summit of fame, and be elected by his 
countrymen supreme dictator in his particu- 
jar faculty, without a large portion of genius 
afd «bilities. 

The successful revival of His opera of 
‘Castor and Pollux’ in 1754, afler the vic- 
tory obtained by his friends over the Jtalian 
burletta singers who had raised such disturb- 
ance by their performance of Pergolesi’s in- 
termezzo, the ‘Serva Padrona,’ was regard- 
ed asthe most gloricus event of his life. 
The partizans for the national honour could 
never hear it often enough. * This beauiiful 
opera,’ says M.de la Borne, ‘without sny 
diminutior: in the applause or pleasure of 
the audience, supported a hundred represen- 
tations, charming at once the soul, heart, 
mind, eyes, ears, and imagination of alt 
ris.” 

From this era to the time of his death, in 
1767, at 24 years of age, Rameuu’s plory 
was complete. The Royal Academy of Mu- 
sic, who all regarded themselves as his chil- 
dren, performed a solemn service in the 
church of the Cratory, at his funeral, And 
M. Philidor bad a mass performed at the 
church of the Carmeliies, in honotr of a

‘ous was the act, that it was impossible tor 
the eve to follow the rapid convolntion of his 
| clongated body. It was nota regular screw- 
‘like turn that. was formed, but resembling 
rather a knot, cne pert of the body overlay- 
ing the other, as if to add weight to the mus- 
cular pressure, the more effectually to crush 
his object. During this time he continues 
to grasp with his mouth, though it appearea 
an unnecessary precaution, that part of the 
animal which he had first seized. The poor 
goat, in the mean time, continued its feelle 
and half-stifled cries for some minutes, Lut 
they soon became more and more faint, and 
at last expired. ‘Uhe snake however, retain- 
ed it for a considerable time in its grasp, af- 
ter it was apparently motionless. He then 
began slowly and cautiously to unfold himself, 
till the goat fell dead froin his monstrous 
embrace, when he began to prepare himself 
to feast —Piacing bis mouth in front of the 
head of the dead animal, he commenced by 
lubricating with his salvia that part of the 
| woat ; and then taking its muzzle into his 
‘mouth, which had, and indeed always has, 
the appearance of a raw lacerated wound, 
he sucked it in, as far as the horns would 
allow. hese protuberances opposed some 
tittle difficuliy, not so much from theiv ex- 
tent as from their points—however, they also 
in a short time disappeared; that 1s to say, 
externally ; but their progress was still to be 
traced verv distinctly on the outside, threat- 
ening every moment to protrude through 
the skin. ‘The victim had now descended as 
fur as the shoulders ; and it was an astenisking | 
sight to observe the extraordinary action of 
the snake’s muscles, when stretched to such 
an unnatural extent—an extent which mast 
have utterly destroyed ail muscular power 
in any animal that wos not, like tiself, endow- 
ed with any peculiar faculties of expansion 
and action at the same time. When his 
head and neck had no other appearance than 
that of a serpent’s skin, stuffed almost to 
bursting, still the workings of the muscles 
were evident, and his power of suction, as it 
is erroneously called, unabated ; it was in 
fact the effect of a contractile muscular pow- 
er, assisted by two rows of strong hooked 
tecth. With all this, he must be so formed 
as to be able to suspend, for a time, his res- 
piration, fur it is impossible to conccive, that 
ihe process of breathing could be carried on, 
while the mouth and throat were so com- 
pletcly stuffed and expanded by the body of 
the goat, and the lungs themselves (ad- 
mitting the trachea to be ever so hard) com- 
pressed as they must have been, by its pas- 
sare downwards. 

The whole operation of completely gorg- 
in the goat occupied about two hours and 
twenty minutes: at the end of which time 
the tumefaction was confined to the middle 
part of the body, or stomach, the superior 
parts which had been so much distended.

MORE ANTICIPATIONS OF THE YEAR 2000. 


From the Administrasion pafer. 

Washington, Aug. 12, 2000. We do not 
presume to know, for we would not by any 
means have it understood that we have any 
access to the cabinet more than our brother 
editors, but we conjecture that the late seiz- 
ure of the British frigate in the state of Flor- 
ida will not, on investigation be found as is 
stated, in the opposition papers, either an 
oppressive or unjustifiable act in the governs. 
ment of the United States. It is well known 
that after the annihilation of the English na- 
val force by our steam ficet, on the glorious 
and ever memorable fourth of March, 1990, 
the rulers of that nation had the sagacity to 
see, and the candour to own, that the hap- 
piness and glory of the nation had been sac- 
rinced in the pursuit of that evanescent phan- 
tom, @ commercial monopoly ; and their en- 
voys declared, that, in future, their policy 
would be to endeavour to - a competent 
share of commerce, by a fair and common 
rivalry in the market, and not by force of 
arms or maritime restrictions. In the same 
spirit, the treaty of 1991, was made, by which 
they ceded Jamaica, the last of their West- 
India possessions, to the United Sratres, and 
expressly declared that in future, they would 
not put in commission any vessel of war above 
the rate of 16 guns. 
To put all cavilling at once to rest, we 
copy an article, which those versed in di- 
plomatic language, will readily perceive can 
not be more explicit. 

“ Article 89.: It is further agreed by the 
said high contracting parties, that in time of 
peace, neither shall arm or put in commis- 
sion, any ships, brigantimes, or other vessels 


ford reasonable cause of alarm to either.” 
Now who is to decide whether * reason- 
able cause of alarm” be given! The governe 
ment of the United States, ever just and ev- 
er generous in her relations with other pow- 
ers, does not assume to decide th's herself 
exclusively, but is willing it should be deci- 
ded upon terms of reciprocity. If either 
party 1s alarmed, the other has ne right to 
judge whether the alarm be unreasonable or 
ill-founded. When the English frigate came 
into Acapulco with half her guns in the hold, 
in time of profound peace, the United Stutes 
were reasonably zlarmed and seized her. We 
allow the eame right of judgement and action 
to the English. We have 69 ships of the 
line, they but 8 or 10. If they are alarmed 
at this disproportionate torce, let them say 
so. [.et them do as the United States has 
done, seize the superiluous vessels. The 
soundness of our opinion no one will doub:, 
Who is familiar with maritime law, or the 
history of maritime nations. When in the 
latter part of the 18th century, the British 
seized the whole Danish ficet in time of peace, 
they took it upon themselves to judge that 
they were reasonably alarmed, lest the Danes 
should join the French—and they captured 
the vessels of our forefathers under their or- 
ders in council, being reasonably alarmed, 
lest the French should do the same. We 
may find this doctrine of national law fully 
recognised in the now worm-eaten reports of 
the British Admiralty Courts under old Sir 
William Scott, who, our antiquarians know, 
in his day, was considered, as to maritime 
law, to have been the mouth-piece of all Eu- 
rope. We do really think it would be be-
